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° Argument Yard, Whitby. Old Whitby, the crooked 
•* half town of streets full of old-fashioned houses, climbs the 
® steep east cliff, and provides habitations for the fluctuating 
^ population of fishermen and jet-workers. This is the Whitby 
^ known to the antiquary Leland, who wrote of it in the year 

1 1538 or 1539, as “ ane great fischartoune, with ahavenetholp 
K with a peere.” Whitby has two piers now, and is as ever a 

2 “ haven under a hill. ” 
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
